TRADING AT CHICAGO,

Day to Be Remembered by Many Who Were
Victims of a Cligue Deal,

CHICAGO, Jan. 28 —"Is ita shake-out
or a sell-out!?” was the burning question
to-day on the Board of Trade. The wheat
market at the start was gxcited and wild
on rumors that the big Cudahy elique was
about to dump 1ts big holdings. This
ramor nad its origin in the story that Cud-
aby’s brokers had bought from 5,000,000 to
£,000,000 puts on the curd last night, and
the conclusion was jumped at that the
clique’s wheat could be for sale to-day, and
that the puts wore to limit the losses,
Everybody seemed to have wheat for sale
at the tap of the bell. Longs made haste
to unload before the bottom went ont, and
short sellers were frantic to get out shors

lines before the great DbLreak was
on. In the excitement the mazr-

ket went off Z2¢ from the close
last night when, the liquidation having
been very thorough, there was a halt, and
the panting traders stopped to take
breath. The sellers were congratulating
one another on having got out of their
wheat., But their self-complacency got a
sudden shock when nesrly a dozen well-
known brokers of the clique jumped into
the pit and began to take all the wheat
that was ofiered. The revulsion 1n senti-
ment was instantaneous. Men looked at
each otber in bewilderment sxd, shouting
*“Tricked again!” rushed to buy vack what
they had so recklesaly sold out a few min-
ntes before, There was another soene of
wild confusion and a rally of a cent
and a quarter., The tamult contin-
ned throughout the day, sentiment
fluotuating with each mnew rumor, and
at the close the crowd was still in doubt
whether it had been the victim of a *‘sell-
out” or a “shake-out.” BSome declare that
it was & scurvy trick on the part of the
oclique to create a panioc and enable 1t to
buy another big line of cheap wheat, as it
had sold out tho large part of its holdings
on yesterday’s bulge. A fanciful story was
current purporting to explain the whole
secret, Cudahy got back from Cincinnati,
yvesterday, with a veryv bad cold, aceording
to this tale. He was featful of pneumonia,
and bLaving a large amount of wheat he
protocted it by puts. To-day he felt bet-
ter, and his bull instinets are now upper-
most. In the last hour of trading Pard-
ridge took the lead in the trading and of-
fered wheat in such enormous quantities
that the spirit of the erowd was again
broken. The market ruled feverish and ir-
regular toward the close, leaving off Yo
from bottom, or 1%¢ under the prioce it
closed at yeaterday.
